and the Buyers and Sellers therein, is granted and confirmed to the Chancellour, Maſters , and Scholars of 
the ſaid Vniuerfitic of Oxon, and the execution thereof to the Chancellour, or his Depurie, the Vicechancel- 
lour of the (aid Univerfitic for the time being. Foraſmuch therefore as We plainely perceaue, many good 
Orders and Rules heretofore publiſhed, by our Predeceſſours by Proclamation , and otherwile touching the 
well gouerning of the {aid Marker, totake ſmall effect, becauſe they are either forgotten, or elſe contemned, 
by diverſe greatly againſt the common good of this YVniverfitie , and Cirtie of Oxon, only for their private 
gaine, forpreſentredreſſe of all which Enormities and Abuſes, we ſtreightly Charge and Command, thar 
no manner of Perſon, or Perſons whatſoeuer , doe from henceforth by any manner of meanes Foreſtall, 
Regrar, or ingrofle any manner of Corne, Fleſh, Tallow, Candles, Fiſh, Butter, Cheeſe, Eggs,*Piggss Geeſe, Ca- 
pons, Chickins, Wood, Fewell, or any other Proviſion wharſocuer belonging vnto the ſaid Market , nor by any 
other Cunning ſhifts, and Frauds in any ſort, hurt, or abule the ſaid Marker , Vpon Paine and Puniſhment 
by the Lawes, and Statutes of this Realme, and by the Statutes, Priviledges, and Cuſtomes of this Vninerfitie, 
- Limited and Appointed. Andto the intent that good Order be kept concerning the Premiſes: We will and 
.Command all Inhabitants of the YVniuerfitie, and Cittie of Oxon, and others, Buyers and Sellers, that repaire 
tothe ſaid Market, duely to obſerue and fullfill theſe Articles following. Viz: &c. 


I Mprimis, That no.Badger,Carrier ,Poulterer,Hucſter,or any other Perſon or Per{ons, bringing any kind 
of Victualls to be ſold inthe Market , holden and kept inthe Cittie of Oxon , doe ſell', or compact, or agree 
ro ſell, his, ortheir Vicualls, or any part thereof, before all and every part of the ſame be placed, ro be fold 
inopen Market, vpon payne of forfeiting for euery ſuch offence, tenne ſhillings. 

' Item That no Badger , Carryer, Loader, Poulterer, or any other Perſon or Perſons, bringing any kind of 
Graine, or Victualls to be ſold inthis Marker , ſhall carry , or cauſe to be carryed', any of the ſame our of the 
open Market-Place, to any ViRualler, Inholder, Hucſter, or any other Perſon, or keepe or reraine,any of the 
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ſaid Viftualls for any Inholder, Victualler, Hucſter , or any other ſuch like, butthat cuery perfon willingto- 
buy any of the ſaid Victualls, may ar all rimes buy ſo muchas will ſerut for his neceſſary vie, vponpaine of 
 forfeiting for eyery ſuch offence, renne ſhillings: And farther ro be puniſhed for Contempr. . 

Item. That no Perſon from henceforth doe [all or put to ſale, any Faggots > ©Billets, or Coales, burthoſe 
that are of the true Aſsize, and full meaſure, according to the Starures of this Realme, and thatthe Markes 
and Aſizes of the ſaid Billets and Faggots be not has , vnder paineof forfeiring, tenne ſhillings. 

Item That no Ale-brewer, nor Beere-brewer, doe ſell any Ale or Beereto any Victualler , or Ale-houfe- . 
keeper, or other , to {ell againe which haue no lawfull Licence, vnder paine of forfeiting ſix ſhillings eight 
pence, for euery Barrell of Beere or Aleſofold. | 

Item "Thar no Perſons which ſellech Wine within this Vniuerfitie, from henceforth ſhall ſer Abroach 
any kind of Wineto be ſold , before the ({hancellour or his Deputie, or other officer appointed for that pur- 

ole havie taſted, tryed , and allowed the ſame to be good ma vendible , or ſhall after ſuch caft chakelnly 
way embaſe, blend,or corrupr,vnder paine of forfeiting, rwentie ſhillings , for every Veſſell of Wine ſo ſer 
Abroach, contrary to this preſent Proclamation. | | ©1409 

Item That all and ſingular Vintners , and Wineſellers , within this Yninerfitic and Cittie of Oxon,from * 
time to time, and at all times doe ſell their Wines in their ſeuerall kinds, at ſuch reaſonable prizes, as the ſaid 
Chancellour or his Deputie , ſhall preſcribe or limit, vpon paine by the Statutes of this Realme in tharbe- 
halfe provided. And farther vnder #6 like Paine, that no Perſon aforeſaid doe ſell any Wine, in any other 
Potts, ſauing only ſuch as hold Meaſure, and are ſealed and allowed by the ſaid Chancellour, orhis Depu-. 
ties,the (lerkes of the Market. | 

Item That no Butcher, or Butchers, Cooke, or Cookes, Chandler,or any other Perſon wharſoeuer inha- 
biting the YVniuerfitie,Cittie,or Suburbs of Oxford, ſhall (ell their Tallow to any Forreiner, vpon paine of for- 
feiting the Value thereof. — 

Item That all manner of Butchers dwelling or inhabiting , out of this Vniverfitie or Cittie of Oxon , and 
bringing or cauſing to be brought, any Victualls to be ſold in this Marker, ſhall alfobri "g their Hides, Fells, 
and Tallow, belonging tothe ſaid Vietualls, ſo by them brought to be ſold, and ſhall ſell the ſame if any will 
haue thera arthe Prize limited , vnder paine of forfeiting for every ſuch offence , fix ſhillings eight pence. 
And fartherthat every ſuch Butcher, who hath nor his ſaid Hides, Fells, and Tallow , at twelue of the Clocke 
inthe Fore-noone ſhewed in the Market , ſhall atthattime be adiudged nor to haue brought them, and ſo 
incurre the penalty aforeſaid. TS | 

Item That no Chandler fhall ſell any Candles, Cotten or Wieke , aboue fuch rates and prizes, as ſhall he 
ſer and limited, fromtimeto time , by the faid Chancellour, Vice-chancellour, or his Deputie, vnder paine- 
to forfeit for every ſuch offence, tenne ſhillings. 

Item It ſhall not be lawfull for any Perſon , or Perfons whatſoeuer, ro Trafhque, Merchandize, buy or 
ſell by any Weights. and Meaſures within this Fniverfitic and Cittie of Oxon , or Suburbs of the ſame, excepr 
ſuch Weights and Meafures be found lawfull , approued and Sealed by the ſaid Chancellour , his Depurie, 
or Depuries , the ( erkes of this Market, Xs paine of forfeiture for euery ſuch offence, twentie ſhillings, 
and all ſuch falſe Weights and Meaſuresto be viterly deſtroyed. 

Item 'That all manner of Perſons , that bring any Corne or Graineto the Market , of this "Oniverſfitie and- 
Cittie-of Oxon to be ſold, ſhall meaſure the ſame with the common Market-Buſhels, and Meaſures, & inthe 
Market-place, and not with any other Buſhells , or Meaſures, nor any other where. And whereas We vn- 
derſtand, that diverſe of the Cittie of Oxford, inhabiting in, or neerethe ſaid Corne-market, haue lately of 
their owne will, without any approbation from Vs, or our Vice-chancellour , taken vpon them to keepe 
and ſet forth on Market-dayes , publique Buſhells and Meaſures, forthe meaſuring of (,orne and Graine,and: 
take Tole for the ſame, without ſtint or limitation, ſometimes a Pjnt and halfe, and ſomerimes a Quart for 
the meaſuring of a Buſhell, whereas the ancient and laudable Due is, but the quantity of a quarter of a Pinc 
atthe moſt for ſuch Meaſure: And alſo that diverſe Malſters,Bakers, and Brewers,doe keepe in their private 
houſes ewo Buſhells,a bigger wherewith to buy, and a leſſer to ſell, whereby the Country people that bring 
in their ({orne and Graineto the ſaid Vninerfitie , are deterred to furniſh the ſaid Marker, in regardthatthe 
Meaſure of Grain? , will not hold out fully with the ſaid greatBuſhells. We therefore for the future pre- 
vention of the ſaid Inconveniences, and forthe berter governement of the {aid Market , that there bee no 

. fraud vſed, doeby theſe Preſems , ſtraightly prohibire the Inhabitants of the Yniuerfric and Citric of Oxon, 
and all others reſorting trothat Market , from keeping and ſetting forth any publique Buſhell, or any other 
Meaſure,or to receaue any Tole or profit for the ſame And alſo all Malfters, Bakers , and Brewers, from 
keeping in their houſes, any more then one lawfull and ſealed Buſhell, by which they ſhall ſell, as well 
as buy. . 
Them Thar to provide a ſufficient and convenient remedie for the premiſes. We haue by our Letters Pat- 
zents vnder our Seale , appointed Chriſtopher Divall Inhabicant within the ſaid YVninerfitie, tolooke veto the

of Buſhells, and other Meaſures, to be approued and Sealed by vs, or our. 
tro meaſure the Corne and Grains brou PP tothe ſaid Marker, and to rake and receaue the juſt and due Tc 
for the ſame, Viz; a Quarter of a Pinr for every Buſhell and nor aboue + And WE: 
Buyer or Seller, or Inhabirant within the Yniverſitic or Cirric of Oxon, nor 
hinder,denie,or molcft , Him thefaid aa r Diyall., in the due and lawfull ©
